More  than  400  loans  this  yearl  Yes,  that's 
right.  More  than  400  students  have  received 
money  from  the  Student  Loan  Fund  this  school 
year.  More  than  400  student  borrowers  have 
been  able  to  continue  their  college  education  be¬ 
cause  of  interest-free  loans  from  this  fund. 

It  certainly  is  remarkable  that  so  many 
students  have  been  aided;  it  is  remarkable, 
too,  that  nearly  all  of  the  loans  are  repaid 
promptly.  Terms  of  the  loans  are  established- 
by  the  students  who  borrow— they  may  return 
the  money  at  any  time  and  in  any  amounts 
they  specify.  It  is  quite  easy  to  obtain  a  loan 
from  this  fund. 

It  also  seems  easy  for  some  students  to  for¬ 
get  to  repay  their  loans.  They  may  honestly  not 
remember  that  a  payment  is  due,  or  they  may 
find  themselves  short  of  cash  and  avoid  making 
their  payment.  In  either  case,  however,  they 
should  contact  Dr.  Sterling  Surrey,  chairman  of 
the  Loan  Fund  committee,  for  extensions  on  loans 
can  be  obtained  as  easily  as  the  loans  them¬ 
selves. 

To  those  who  may  be  behind  in  their  pay¬ 
ments:  Keep  your  credit  standing  good  by  mak¬ 
ing  a  payment  or  by  obtaining  an  extension 
now.  Do  not  prevent  a  fellow  student  from  en¬ 
joying  the  same  benefits  you  have  received  by 
remaining  a  delinquent  borrower.

On  February  20,  1898,  President  McKinley 
proclaimed  February  22  as  a  national  holiday  to 
commemorate  the  birth  of  a  great  American. 
This  man  is  probably  the  most  widely  known 
man  that  ever  lived  before  our  generation.  His 
name  is  a  symbol  of  fairness  that  is  taught  to 
young  school  children  throughout  our  country. 
This  man  is  George  Washington. 

Washington,  during  his  lifetime,  did 
three  things  for  his  country  which  were 
very  outstanding.  These  three  things  are 
"firsts"  that  no  other  president  can 
boast.  He  was  Commander-in-Chief  of 
the  first  American  army;  he  was  president 
of  the  first  Constitutional  Convention;  and 
he  was  the  first  president  of  the  United 
States.  Probably  the  chief  contribution 
that  came  out  of  his  holding  these  three 
positions  was  that  through  his  command 
of  loyalty  and  leadership  he  was  able  to 
help  merge  the  thirteen  separate  states  in¬ 
to  a  compact  nation  called  the  United 
States  of  America. 

When  George  Washington  died  at  his  es¬ 
tate  at  Mount  Vernon  in  1799,  he  was  mourn¬ 
ed  by  a  new  nation  that  had  loved  him  and 
had  built  up  a  great  admiration  for  his  quali¬ 
ties  of  fairness  and  equality.  Rich  man  and 
poor  man,  frontiersman  and  planter  felt  his  de¬ 
parture  deeply,  for  he  was  loved  by  all. 

That  is  the  story  of  a  great  American  who 
is  well  worthy  of  recognition  by  the  American 
people.  They  are  so  indebted  to  him  for  his 
service  to  that  young  weak  nation  that  was  des¬ 
tined  to  become  one  of  the  most  powerful  na¬ 
tions  on  earth.
